WASHINGTON — A new study of U.S. weather 
records fer the past century may raise questions 
about the theory that the Elarth is being warmc£ 
like the inside of a greenhouse. ' 

Scientists at thc Nu^nal Oceanic and Atmo- 
spheric Administration report that they con find 
no evidence of any overall temperature increase 
.fec.tha;United.SCates,-although-weatherdoos.vary- 
considerably from year to year. ^ 

The re^rt, in the January edition of Geophysi- 


cal Research Letters, showed no signiricant 
change in the notion’s average temperature or 
precipitation between 1896 and 1987. 

Resoorchers agree, however, that since the 
study covers on ly a small portion of the Earth, 
studies of oUier areas might hove difTerent re- 
. slilta.. And while fee new study is not necessarily 
inconsistent wife a so-called greenhouse elTect.^it 
fuels on escalating scientific debate.
